minister of foreign affairs, Count von Buelow, in 
ordering the official messages of the Chinese legation 
at Berlin censored and the suggestion by the French 
minister of foreign affairs that shipments of arms to 
China be prohibited are regarded as steps in the 
direction of war. 


It is announced from St. Petersburg

officially that portions of Amur territory have been 
declared in a state of war since July 17.

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ARE THE MINISTERS IN CHING'S PALACE? 


Boxer Proclamation Appears in Shanghai, Declaring the war 


God Desires Blood of the Foreigners Disagreement 


Between Representatives of the Powers 


Washington, July 19.— Administration 


officials and others In Washington are 
BusplolouB of the statements contained 
in the Brussels dispatch laying that the 
members of the legations at Pekin were 
In Prince CWnff'a palace. Thay hope it 
Is accurate; but they are disposed to ac- 
cept it, like much other information 
coming through Chinese sources, with a 
marked' degree of reservation. 


If it is correct that they are safe In 


Prince China's palace that la a cause for 
congratulation, for the prince la well 
known to be pro-foreign in his ideas, and 
his influenoe in Chinese affairs up to a 
recent period has been paramount. 
Recent Information from China has been 
to the effact that he had organized a 
counteor revolution to that conducted by 
Pripce Tuan and had engaged the re- 
bellious forces in Pekin. At on» lime he 
was at the head of the foreign office. A 
short while after the counter revolution 
broke out the report came that Prince 
Ching had been killed. 


The understanding of a well-known 


Ciplomat here Is that the secretary of the 
Belgian legation in China, whom he 
knew very intimately, was at last ac- 
counts in Pekin, which in his mind threw 
an additional element of doubt over the 
pccuracy of the report coming from 
Brussels. At the same time it is ad- 
mitted he might have been at Shanghai 
on some business of the legation. 


The statement that the legations had 


plenty of provisions on July 1 is at vari- 
ance with that contained in a dispatch 
received at the Japanese legation here 
yesterday from Tokio transmitting a re- 
port from Baron Nishi, the Japanese 
minister at Pekm, and of whose accuracy 
there seems to be no doubt. This said 
that the foreign ministers considered It 
impossible to procure provisions after 
that date. 


Minister Wu is hopeful that the news 


Is accurate, placing his reliance on the 
well-known influence of Prince Ching- in 
Chinese affairs. He has visited the 
prince's palace In Pekin. but without th« 
aid of a map of the city was unable to 
definitely locate Its etragetlc situation If 
i- possessed any. It is a large building, 
and la surrounded by a wall, and he does 
not think It llkoly the rebels would have 
entered the place were the prince there. 


The reassuring cablegram received by 


Minister Wu and laid before the cabinet, 
followed by one from Consul Fowle-r at 
Che Foo, supporting the view thit the 
ministers were safe as late as July 9, 
while not commanding general credit In 
government circles, yet have undoubt- 
edly had a quieting influence, whichuhaa 
been increased by the latest advices of 
the war and navy departments showing 
the American losses to have been less 
than at first reported. 
A member of the 


cabinet said: 


"The whole situation, so far as our 


government IB concerned, boils down to 
this — we know almost nothing positively, 
except that what started as a big riot 
has t welled into a wide insurrection. At 
this distance appearances indicate that 
the Chinese government has been prac- 
tdca-lly overthrown, but that probably 
60 percent of the Chinese people are loyal 
to it and have no part in the revolution- 
ary movement. 
Now our policy will be 


to put into Chinese waters as fast as 
possible all th* force, naval and mili- 
tary, which we can spare froii| other 
duty. 
It will tax our transport service 


to the utmost and will take not less than 
a couple of months. 
This will g-ive us 


time to take breath and get our bear- 
Ings. 
Before w» shall have completed 


these preparations it is to be presumed 
that we shall have definite knowledge 
on all questions now uncertain. 
Sen- 


sational efforts to goad the administra- 
tion into rash steps will not succeed. Ws 
shall strike whea the necessity arises, 
but not till we know just where a blon- 
will be most *elt and what need there Is 
for dealing it." 


Another cabinet officer said: "There 


will be no further withdrawals from the 
Philippines for service in China, That 
Is the policy determined upon, and that 
will be adhertd to. 
General MacAr- 


thur's dispatches on the necessity of re- 
taining there all the troops save those 
already under orders are clear. 
It 


Would be unsafe to take any more away." 


KWAN, THE WAR GOD, 


DESIRES BLOOD OF FOREIGNERS 


has been conveyed to The Dally Ex- 
press from Tokio, to the effect that the 
apparent reluctance of Germany and 
Russia to consent to a Japanese com- 
mander for the army corps has led the 
Japanese government to delay the for- 
warding of the division already mob- 
ilized. 


The Standard, in an alarmist editorial,

from ourselves the fact that China has 
declared war on civilization, and has

by the other morning papers.

plaud the course of Count Von. Buelow, 
the German foreign secretary, in stop- 
ping cipher telegrams from the Chinese 
legation in Berlin, and all urge the other 
powers to follow Germany's example. 


The Russian general staff denies the 


report that the Chinese have captured 
Blagovetchensk, capital of the province 
of Amur, and It is reported from Irkutsk 
that the Russians have taken Algun. 


A special dispatch from Tien Tsin 


distributes the number of those killed at 
the capture of the native ciiy as follows: 


Russians, 100; Japanese, 57; British, 


40, and Americans. 37. 
The correspond- 


ent who sends this asserts that thou- 
sands of Chinese were Killed, and that 
fighting was still going on, when his 
dispatch was sent, in various pares of 
Tien Tain.

tary. 
Mr. Osborne explained that the 


meeting was catted to put a. third Ticket 
in the ftsld for he presidency, "that the 
opponents of McKinley and Bryan 
should have something to fight for, In- 
Btaad ot agalnot." 


The ftjJJowiMg is the text of the ati- 


dreas, which was adopted after much 
discussion.: 


We afe>met to devise means to place 


in nomination a third presidential ticket. 
We tjafce. thto course because we are at 
present faced with the necessity of 
chooetag between the candidates for 
neither of whom can we conscientiously 
vote. 


On the on«t,elde Is Mr. MoKlnlay, who, 


by his weak and vaciijatlng1 conduct, has 
involved this country in a war of con- 
quest in distant islands against a na- 
turally friendly people. Hia policy of 
"benevolent aselmilaU-on," proclaimed 
months before tbe treaty purchasing the 
Philippines passed the senate, was not 
only brutal, but unconstitutional. 
We 


have seen the principles upon which the 
United Sfeate«v#overnment was founded 
and to which it owes every claim to the 
respect of mankind, disregarded. We 
have seen yje form of the commercial 
syndicate arts* behind the executive and 
control his acts and utterances. 


We ottnnot forrret the scandalous ap- 


pointments which show the debauching 
of the eivll sertftee and the lowering of 
the standards of the federal judiciary, 
for both of which the president is direct- 
ly responsible 


At McKinley's side stands Roosevelt, 


the frank emboaime-at of militarist*, 
eager for the country to shoulder men* 
burdens by foreign conquest. 


The Republican party stands today for 


all forms of special privilege. It standia 
for a tariff under which the trusts flour- 
leh uncontrolled. It stands for a steam- 
ship subsidy bill which, if passed, would 
outdo any previous raid upon the United 
States treasury. A vc-te for McKinley 
will be counted as a vote for Imperial- 
ism. 


On the other side Is Mr. Bryan, the 


man who at the crucial moment used his 
influence to confirm the Paris treaty and 
thus ratified the imperialism which ha 
now denounces. Mr. Bryan Is a man of 
hallucinations or a demagogue—in either 
event a dangerous man, lacking the 
qualities of statesmanship necessary to 
cope successfully with the difficulties he 
would inherit. A vote for the Democratic 
ticket means a vote for free sliver; it 
means a still further debauching of the 
civil service, a packing of the supreme 
court by men to be governed by the will 
of the executive. 


The Republican party has fallen under

We reject the plan ordinarily 
luggeated'of malting a choice of evils as 
in the long run unwise and ineffectual. 
W« believe that political action based on 
ordinary-principles of right and wrong 
is neither useless nor unpractical. 


Therefore ask others to join with us in 


the support of candidates upon some 
such platform a* follows: 


First—A return to the political doc- 


trines of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and the constitution. 


Second—The recognition that not only 


Cuba and the Philippines, but Porto 
Rico and Hawaii are independent. 


Third—Genuine monetary reform. 
Fourth—Civil sepvice reform. 
Fifth—The abolition of special priv- 


ilege, whether of tariff or of any other 
origin. 


Speeches were made on the address by 


Dr. Everett of Massachusetts, George 
C. Ripley of Minneapolis and others.

China while Russia guarantees Ger- 
many freedom of *rade In all irv ter- 
ritory. And a well adjusted German 
opinion is that Germany's interests will 
be best served m an agreement with 
Russia and France, In connection with 
this we must read of Russia's reported 
Intent of hurling down an army on 
Pekin la independent action, of the re- 
jfusal of the Russians to turn over the 


j I-epaired Tien-Tsin-Taku railroad to 
Jthft English, company at the request of 
'Admiral Seymour, and also of the ru- 
mor that Germany intends to patrol the 
Tang Tee Kiang river . All of these 
reports may not be true, but they point 
to the Russian-German alliiance, and 
there is further supporting evidence in 
the action of Von Buelow in censoring 
the official dispatches of the Chinese 
minister at Berlin. In addition there 
pa a growing feeling that Russia, Ger- 
«nany and probably France will force 
the recognition of a state of war in- 
stead of a state of rebellion. However, 
Jit looks as if some of the powers, with 
(Russia to the lead, were moving- in the 
•(direction of pushing Russian diplomacy 
ilto the front and either making- it a 
j£re«-for-all in.

( Russia, with an army practically on 
(jthe spot, and France and Germany in 
warmony, aad Japan with an army 
taracticaW on the spot, with the United 
ifitates and Great Britain, in harmony, 
isbout evenly divided the great powers. 


a re true? Evidently the authority at 
Pakin has been making extensive pre- 
parations for -war and has boem push- 
ing them to the extreme of invading 
Russian territory- It would be prac- 
tically Impossible for this, preparation 
and warlike advancement to be con- 
ducted without the ministers at Pekln 
having- some knowledge of it, no matter 
how vague.

BROAD BROOK FAILS 


Use of Water in City to be 


Restricted Again at 


Once 


TO PREVENT WATER FAMINE 


Little Danger Felt, But Officials Wish 


to be on Sure Side This Year, and 


Avoid the 
Experiences ot 


Last Season 


The Broad Brook water supply gave 


out this morning partially, and. those 
«n the highest levels of ^the city who are 
supplied by It were left without a sup- 
ply. This is the first time that there 
has been, any trouble with the Broad 
Brook water supply tnis year, and 
while the officials do not fear a water 
famine, it is conaMoreu. best to take 
matters in hand in plenty of time this 
year to prevent and danger later. 


Commissioner Temple will therefore 


Issue notices tomorrow rstrictinsr the 
use of water on lawns to the half hour 
in the evening between 7 and 7.30 and 
will order a house to house Inspection 
by the Inspector of plumbing similar 
to last year's, to see that water Is not 
being wasted in houses by allowing it 
to run steadily. 


It was found last year that a great 


saving was affected by the inspection, 
and it Is desired this year to make the 
inspection in time to prevent what ac- 
tually occurred then. 


By taking these meaeurrf now, it is 


believed that the present supply will 
carry the city throush without fhe use 
of the city pumps, and with little dan- 
ger of a famine. 


Users of water should "be warned in 


regard to wasting the fluid in washing 
walks and in other ways, where a great 
deal more isi used than is really needed. 


This morning- the water in the notch 


reservoir stood at a depth of 46 feet, 
which is within three feet of tfie full 
capacity of the reservoir. A year ago 
today there was only 37 feet in the 
reservoir, while two years ago today, a 
season of much. rain, there was 46 feet 
and four inches. 


The giving out of Broad Brook is due 


to the lack of rain there, which has 
been greater than, in this city. The 
last few storms which have been ouite 
heavy, though short, here, have no* 
reached the Broad Brook water shed. 
Last year there was more rain there 
than in this city, and the brook supplied 
a large part of the water used in the 
city for a number of weeks. 


The season is proving: a bad one for 


the "water supplies of other cities and 
towns and this city is so far in a very 
satisfactory condition coimjMU-ed with 
them.

niyht of April 30 by about 1000 insur- 
gents. The men of the company lay in 
the trenches all night returning the 
flre of the enemy. 
AT: daybreak we 


found that we -nad been surrounded bv 
trenches full of irvsurareruts. A call was 
made for 30 men to charge their trench- 
ea, your son being1 among1 the men. The 
trenches on the noVth side were charged 
first and the enemy driven out; than 
we turned to charge the south trench, 
and when about 15 feet from this trench 
your son being u<> in the front rank, 
was hit in two places and fell. He was 
carried to the barracks and everything 
was done for him. He was shot very 
severely in the right ankle and ri^ht 
hip by a brass bullet. 


He showed remarkable nerve and 


cheerfulness during- his suffering. 
He 


was carried to the hospital at Cal- 
bayogr on May 2, where he died on the 
3rd of May, being: cheerful to the end. 


Tom had been on several Ion?, hard 


marches with me, and was a flue sol- 
dier, not only for his bravery, but for 
his unfailing good spirits and cheerful- 
ness under the most trying1 circum- 
stances. His death is greatly felt in the 
company by the men on account of his 
jolly disposition and his bearing to all 
his comrades. 


It is with great regret I^write this 


sad news to you, but I feel called upon 
to tell you how we all miss him and 
hope it will be of some comfort to you.

Interesting- Work of Division of Pa*-1 


estry In ArUanaan Described. 


Since the 1st of June a party of ten 


men from the division of forestry,1 


United States department of agricul- 
ture, has been at work on the land of 
a prominent lumber company in the' 
Vicinity of Pine Bluff, Ark., says the' 
St Louis Globe-Democrat They, will! 
remain for'most of the summer. The 
work is carried on in accordance with 
arrangements made by the division of! 
forestry with owners of timber lands 
throughout the country. The-object is' 
to secure an economical and conserv- 
ative but at the same time a thorough- 
ly practical and businesslike plan of 
management for the owners of such 
timber lands. 


A brief outline of the work may be) 


stated as* follows: The tree under con-| 
Blderatlon here Is the short leaf pinej 
(Finns echinata), and in the first place! 
Its "rate of growth" is worked out. 
This is done by what is called "stem 
analysis," which is simply a careful 
measurement of trees which have been 
tut down and sawn into logs. Diameter, 
ftnd weight measurements are taken,! 
•nd the age of the tree is determined! 
by counting the rings. In this way can 
be ascertained just how much wood a 
tree adds to itself in any given numberi 
of years, so that one can tell, for In-1 
stance, how long It will be before a1 
young pine, say, 10 inches in diameter! 
will reach a merchantable size. 


Having found out the rate of growth 


of the pine, the next tiling is to make 
an exact estimate of the amount of 
timber actually standing on the tract. I 
This is done by measuring all the trees' 
on sample acres throughout the wholel 
95,000 acres of the tract, the diameter' 
of each tree being taken by means of, 
calipers. As the contents of a tree for 
any given diameter have already been 
calculated from the felled trees, it is a 
simple matter to estimate the amount 
of standing timber in board feet for 
each sample acre. This Is a much 
more accurate method than that fol- 
lowed by an "estimater," who, how- 
ever skillful he may be, relies to a cer- 
tain extent on guesswork, whereas 
the work of the division of forestry Is 
based upon actual measurements. 


The main point to be ascertained is 


this: If the company cuts over its 
whole tract, say, in a period of 30 years, 
removing all trees down to a fixed dl-1 
ameter, will the young trees which are 
left standing furnish the company with 
a second crop at the end of this SO year 
period, from which the company can 
cut the same number of board feet per 
acre as is now being cut? Of course 
all depends upon what trees are left 
standing during the present cutting, 
and the division of forestry will deter- 
mine down to what diameter it is now 
safe to cut, witii an eye on a second 
crop, say after a period of 30 years.

1 Bis Career In Congrveaa and an a 


Diplomat—Home M*« of the Ctm- 


I sett. 
\ The thought of the Incredible tqr- 
ttres nnd tho violent death suffered has 
stimulated interest in the personalities 
of Minister Conger, his wife and daugh- 
ter, his niece, his guests and the de- 
voted little bond of Americans—70 all 
Itdd—who took reguge In the British 
embassy at Peidng when the American 
compound was no longer safe. A re- 
cent report from China had It that M. 
Ifle Qiers, the Russian minister, had 
been boiled to death after brutal 111 
usage. 
What, then, was the fate of 


Major Conger, and what manner of 
man was this chief of the company of 
Ainericaa martyrs In China? 


A man of many parts was Edwin H. 


Conger, says the New York World. 
Soldier, fanner, stock breeder, lawyer, 
banker, legislator, diplomat, he exhibit- 
ed the versatile qualities of the typical 
American and was successful In his 
every undertaking. 
Without having 


ever won national prominence as a 
Statesman, he was recognized as a man 
of fine ability, a solid man, a safe man. 
He was transferred to his present post 
from that of minister to Braeil, which 
Is far less important. The change In- 
volved a curloua bit of diplomatic his- 
tory. President McKlnley had nom- 
inated Colonel Page Bryan of Illinois, 
who was neither experienced nor able, 
but had rendered valuable campaign 
services, for the vital mission to China- 


Serious developments In China, de- 


manding the presence of an efficient 
American diplomat, made the nomina- 
tion of Page Bryan a source of embar- 
rassment to the administration. It was 
bpposed by Senator Frye and other In- 
fluential men. The difficulty was dis- 
pelled by a f jlendly arrangement under 
which Bryan consented to accept the 
Brazilian post, while Conger left Rio 
tor Peking, where he wa£ most needed. 
Each mission pays a salary of §12,000 
B, year. Minister Conger received his 
first appointment to Brazil in 1890 from 
(President Harrison. It was a com- 
pensation for severe discipline inflicted 
on him during the civil war by Harri- 
son. 


At the siege of Atlanta Conger was a 


captain in the One Hundred and Bec- 
loud Illinois volunteer Infantry. Colo- 
pel Benjamin Harrison of the Seven- 
tieth Indiana was acting brigadier 
general of the brigade. After the evao- 
nation of the city an order was issued 
by Colonel Harrison that no officers 
below the rank of colonel should visit 
the captured fown. 
Captain Conger 


was of an adventurous turn of mind, 
and he yearned to obtain a view of 
'Peach Tree street and the ruin that 
followed in the footsteps of war. H13 
regiment was encamped four miles 
hway, but with several junior officers 
he rode up the road toward Atlanta. 
On the way he met Acting Brigadier 
Harrison and staff. 
He saluted his 


puperior officer, who returned the com- 
pliment. Captain Conger saw all that 
he desired of the late Confederate 
stronghold and returned to his regi- 
ment. 


On his arrival he was informed that 


he might consider himself under ar- 
test and that by direction of Colonel 
Harrison he must surrender his sword. 
For a number of weeks the captain re- 
mained in the seclusion of his tent. 
Finally, not hearing anything further 
In his case, he addressed a communica- 
tion to the brigade commander re- 
questing a court martial or relief from 
his ignominy. An order was returned 
Restoring him to duty, and not long 
afterward he was brevetted major for 
''gallant and meritorious service in the 
field." The next time that Captain 
Conger met his olfl commander was 
when the latter was a senator at 
Washington. The'episode of Sherman's 
campaign was discussed by the two, 
and a friendly understanding was 
reached. 


In 1890 Conger asked the president 


for the Spanish mission. General Har- 
tison could not grant this boon, but he 
said, "Why not Brazil?" Major Con- 
ger accepted the post at Bio rather 
limn nothing at all. On the occasion of 
a call on the president to tender thanks 
for the appointment General Harrison 
laid one hand affectionately on the 
major's shoulder, and be observed that 
be was compensating him for his pun- 
ishment during the war. 


Minister Conger was 58 years old, 


having been born In Snox county, Ills., 
on March 7, 1843. He studied at Lom- 
^ard university, in Galesburg. One of 
bis fellow students there was Miss 
Sarah J. Pfke, a beautiful and studious 
Illinois girl. He fell in love with her 
and she with him. They exchanged 
vows, but that uid not prevent him 
farhen, In 1862, he was graduated from 
enlisting In the Union army. At the 
close of the civil war he studied law at 
the Albany Law school and In 1806 
|was graduated. Then he married Miss 
iTlke and began the practice of lav In 
Galesburg. Two years later the agri- 
cultural fever seized him, and he mov- 
ed with his wife to Dexter, Dallas 
bounty, la., intent on becoming a farm* 
fer. It was a thinly settled country, 
but the Congers made many friends 
and prospered. 
v A neighbor who hod known Major 
Conger In the war wrote a letter to the 
county newspaper suggesting that he 
be made a member of the county 
board. The editor adopted the sugges- 
tion, and he was elected. Becoming 
familiar

iutions with them, he was elected 
county treasurer. This was In 1880, 
nnd he held tho office for two terms 
and would have held It longer but that 
In 1884 he was elected to the Forty- 
ninth congress by the Republicans of 
the Seventh district. He was twice re- 
elected and resigned In 1800 to become 
United States minister to Smell. 


This was Major Conger's opportunity 


to mnKc use of the peculiar combina- 
tion of business sagacity and diplomat- 
ic skill which he possessed. 
To him 


u as assigned the new responsibility "of 
nogottatftfe ttqaifiest of *he reciprocity 
treaties,-anti -tbe arrangements he mad* 
with the DraetHan government wei* 
so satisfactory;,-to the business inter* 
eets of th* ylople of the United States 
and Brazil tLat a unanimous request 
was made-tor fate return as minister to 
Brazil when th.e Republican party 
came toach into power in 1897. He had 
fairly cen}niqcced -We work when It 
was Intem^ftd by Cleveland's second 
election, and he < returned to Brazil 
early in to* year 1897 to complete it. 


During his congressional career Ma- 


jor Conger became a close friend of 
William MoKmley. They sat together 
In the houqe and enjoyed each other's 
confidence In a high degree. 
When 


the president was having difficulty In 
finding a man big enough, trusty 


i enough and sensible enough for the 


j Chinese mission, he thought of Conger 
| and sent for Senator Allen to know if 


he thought Conger would accept. "H9 
Is a soldier," replied the senator, "and 
If you cable him and request him to go 
to China he will consider it a com- 
mand, and he will go." The president 
sent the cable message, inviting and 
urging Minister Conger to undertake 
what was considered the moat impor- 
tant diplomatic post In the world at 
that time. Major Conger treated the 
request precisely as Senator Allison 
said he would. The position was not 
of his choosing, but he said, "I. have 
nothing to do but obey orders," and he 
went. 
, _ 


Minister Conger was gifted wlt'a an 


extraordinary memory. If he saw a 
man once, he never forgot him and had 
a way of attaching men to him by be- 
ing able to remember little things 
about them. This had helped him to 
success in business as well as In poll- 
tics. He was heavily Interested in the 
brick Industry In Des Molues and a 
few years ago went to Minneapolis and 
brought about 25 representatives of 
that city to Des Molnes to Inspect the 
brick with a view to using them for 
paving. He barely met these men In 
Minneapolis before they took the sleep- 
Ing car for Des Moines. Arrived there, 
the first thing they did was to be driv- 
en to the statehouse, where Major Con- 
ger introduced each man to the govera- 
pr by his full right name. 


Mr. Conger rarely met with opposi- 


tion in politics. Things came to him al- 
| most unsolicited. He was one of the 


most popular men In the state. His 
congressional career was marked by 


< several important acts. He was chalr- 


i man of the committee on coinagey 


i weights and measures and was a mem- 


! ber of the conference committee that 
1 prepared the Sherman silver purchase 
act of 1890. 
He brought about the 


transfer of the United States weather 
bureau from the war department to 
the department of agriculture, so that 
it miglit be of more benefit to the farm- 
ere. The Conger pure lard bill, which 
passed the house in 1890 and was killed 
In the senate, was his work. 


The home life of the' Congers was aii 


Ideal one. 
They lived during recent 


years in a modest little frame house, 
not in the most fashionable part of Des 
Moines. All the members of the family 
were active in charities, and their 
home was a haven for many a weary 
soul. Four years ago Major Conger 
was offered a business opportunity In 
Brazil to represent a great New York 
mercantile house that would have 
brought him an income of §20,000 a 
year. He found that it would require 
him to travel most of the time and that 
he could not expect to have his family 
with him. For this reason he declined 
the offer, although" it was to him a 
tempting one. He said that he felt ha 
had only a few years to live and he 
wanted to spend that time with his 
family. Some of his relatives and an- 
cestors died of apoplexy, and he had 
feared the same fate. 


Such was Edwin H, Conger. Of the 


gentle and lovable women of his fam- 
ily It Is impossible to speak with too 
much admiration. Their friends in Des 
Moines, Washington and elsewhere feel 
thevblood run cold In their veins at the 
thought of what these gently nurtured 
American "women may have suffered 
at the hands of Prince Tuan's barbaric 
Soldiery. 


Mrs. 
Conger was eminently fitted to 


be the wjtoof a diplomat. She was a 
woman of splendid education, great 
natural gifts and unfailing tact. Her 
experience In Washington and Rio had 
tendered her equal to any eocial de- 
mand. It was part of her kindly na- 
ture that she never spoke 111 of any 
fcne, and even the Chinese had earned 
her encomiums. When home on a visit 
.with her daughter last winter, sh« 
fepoke generously of the yellow raca 
nnd said that they had been much mls- 
rtipreseuted. She bad naught but good 
words for the dowager empress, with 
iwhom she had spent a day In the Im- 
perial City. 


Miss Laura Conger, their daughter, 


Kvas born in Dexter and was 28 years 
bid. She was married when she was a 
young girl to George Londruin, but the 
{narriage was not a happy one, and 
several years ago she secured a divorce 
Ind the restoration of her maiden 
bame. Her husband enlisted In the 
tray during the Spanish war and died 
In a southern hospital. She was an ac- 
tompllshed woman and was something 
bf a mathematical prodigy. For sev- 
eral years she was head bookkeeper In 
the state treasurer's office. 
She and 


her mother accompanied the minister 
the last time he went to Brazil and 
went with him to China.

Warning;* of the Danger to Cbri*- 


tUu» Not Heeded by tke Cbtne** 
Government — How th« Frtrrinotal 
Capita! cf Chi-ll Waa Terrorlio* 
by the Boxer*. 
Provincial correspondents are Bend- 


Ing to Shanghai many curious detail* 
of the rise and development of the 
Boxer movement, says a correspondent 
of the New York Sun, writing under 
the date of June 10. The parent so- 
ciety of Yiho Oh'uan, or "Righteous 
Harmony Fists," originated In Shang- 
tung and, according to Chinese custom 
agents, were sent out to all the prov- 
inces to Initiate new members and 
form provincial branches. In this way 
in an incredibly short time the society 
had spread over all China. Originally 
formed as an association for mutual 
help and advancement, something aft- 
er the phxn of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian association In the United States, It 
speedily fell Into the hands of political 
schemers, who used it to spread the 
antiforeign propaganda. 
For months 


these branches all through north China 
have been gathering arms and prepar- 
ing for the trouble which has now de- 
scended upon the empire. 


From Hsinch'eng, the provineial cap- 


ital of Chl-li, in the prefecture of Pao- 
ting, comes a letter which throws a 
flood of light on the methods by which 
the Boxers have gained their present 
power. 
In any other country they 


would have been scotched or killed at 
the outset, like a dangerous snake, 
but in China nothing Is done after the 
fashion followed In any other land. 
Last year In the Paoting prefecture 
about 800 Boxers secured a walled 
hamlet and began to gather arms and 
ammunition. They sent out recruiting 
agents, who represented the rich loot 
that would be gained by any one who 
took service under them. Thay bought 
all the pistols they could find as well 
as other arms, paying good prices for 
these weapons. 
Swords and spears 


wsre also gathered, and the raw re- 
cruits were drilled daily by men who 
had enjoyed the training of German 
officers. In a few months the force was 
licked Into shape, and an it was made 
up of adventurers who had everything 
to gain and nothing to lose It w^as for- 
midable, especially In a nonmilitary 
country like China. 


During all these months warnings 


and appeals were constantly received 
by Magistrate Slet at the capital. 
These letters came from native Chris- 
tian villages near the Boxer headquar- 
ters. These people knew the intensely 
anti-Christian sentiments of the new 
society, and they saw clearly that if 
the Boxers were aBovred to go on gain- 
ing strength the association would soon 
be too powerful to check withont call- 
ing out the imperial army. 
But the 


magistrate laughed at the warnings 
and ignored the appeals. Apparently 
he treated the new society as a band 
of cranks who would never reach any 
prominence, and he never lifted a hand 
to prevent the recruiting or the gather- 
Ing of arms and munitions. 


Finally the expected attack was 


made upon a Christian village, and It 
was so savage and showed such organ- 
ization among the Boxers that the 
magistrate was forced to appeal to 
Tiea-tsin for aid to suppress the ban- 
dits. The leader of the Boxers then 
determined to assert himself. He gave 
notice th£t he would call on the follow- 
ing day on the magistrate. That offi- 
cial gathered about him several petty 
military officers, 100 provincial troops 
and about 70 yamen runners and con- 
stables. They made quite an impoalng 
appearance, but the moment the Boxer 
leader entered the yamen with 50 well 
armed followers it wag plain to every 
one that the magistrate was alarmed 
and wished to temporize. The magis- 
trate tried a bluff game and demanded 
that the Bozers should agree not to in- 
terfere w-4th Christians in his prefec- 
ture, hut he gave them full liberty to 
harm any Christiana or foreigners in 
other districts. The Boxer leader talk- 
ed in a general way of the plunder that 
was to be gained by squeezing the 
Christians of the district until about 
400 more of hl» followers had crowded 
into the yamen grounds, most of them 
with arms concealed under their blous- 
es. Then he threw off all disgniae and 
boldly told the trembling magistrate 
that unless he furnished a good amount 
of coin at once the Boxers would begin 
work on his yamen and then loot the 
city. 


The military officers looked at the 


magistrate, but saw it was hopeless to 
attempt resistance. 
Tho magistrate 


ordered 1,000 bags of rico ' 
' i rhe city 


pranary to be distributee! t . Hie fioxera 
find gave the leader 50 taels for drink 
money. The money was wrapped In 
paper, and when untied it was fmnul 
a half tael short. At this the Boxer 
leader swore a fierce oath and declared 
that he felt like cutting off the magis- 
trate's head. He cast the money con- 
temptuously on the floor. The magis- 
trate become pale and speechless with 
(right, but one of his officers plucked 
up courage enough to ask what was 
•wanted. 


"Four hundred taels," replied the 


leader. Despite protests that he had 
no such sum the magistrate was forced 
to bring out the money. He produced 
850 taels and said that this with the 
money first offered would make up the 
lot. "Bring out another 80 taels," says 
the bandit leader, "for the first coin I 
Intend to use as drink money for my 
men." The bandits made a rush for 
the coin on the floor and it disappeared 
In a moment. The chtef th«n weighed 
tEe "phckaites" of silver" and" afterward" 
inarched out In the courtyard Tgjth his 
men. They appeared to have entire 
contempt for the regular troops of tho 
yamen.

When the Boxers were out of the city 


the gates were shut and the magistrate 
began preparations as though he ex- 
pected a siege. A runner was sent to 
Tlen-tsln with an urgent) appeal for 
troops, and It is understood that Gen- 
eral IIo of Tlen-tsln will be sent out 
with a strong force.

CURIOUS CHINESE NA^/IES. 


MeaulnB of Some Printed In tbe 
Newttpaper*. 


The mysterious names appearing in 


tbe Chinese dispatches become familiar 
enough when translated, says Leslie's 
Weekly, thus: Hun means east; si, 
west; nan, south; pel, north; while 
tsln, kin or king stands for capital or 
metropolis, as in Peking (northern 
capital), and Nankin (southern capital). 
Tien means heaven, so Tlen-tsin signi- 
fies heavenly metropolis. Ho or klang 
means river, so Pel-ho Is north river; 
Si-klang, west river. Che means seven, 
so Che-klang is seven rivers. Shan li 
mountain, and Shantung, east moun- 
tain, and Shan-si, west mountain. Pal 
Is white, and Pnl-shan, white moun- 
tain. Hai Is sea, and kwan stands for 
gate, so Hal-kwan (the maritime cus- 
toms) is gate of the sea, and Shan-hal- 
kwan, mountain and sea gate. Shang 
is a city, and Shanghai, city by the sea. 
Hoang is yellow; Hoang-Ho, yellow 
river, and Hoang-Hnl, yellow sea. 
Yang means ocean, and tse, son; hence, 
the Yapg-tse river Is son of the ocean, 
and Tien-tae, son of heaven (the em- 
peror). 


Ku or kow Is a mouth or pass, and ta, 


big or great so Ta-ku means big mouth 
(of Pel-Ho), white Nan-kow stands for 
south pass (from Mongolia). Hu Is a 
lake; ling, a hill; hsiang, a village; 
hsien, a tax district. Fu Is a prefec- 
ture; tal, a governor; tao, a circuit or 
group of administrative departments; 
so tao-tai is a governor of a circuit, and 
fu-tai Is a governor of a prefecture. 
Chao lor kiao is a bridge; li, a Chinese 
mile; pa, eight, and thus Pa-li-klao Is 
the eight mile bridge.

Ts'ing means pure 
or clear, so Ts'ing-kiang is clear river, 
while Ta Ts'ing means great pure 
(name of present dynasty), and Kwo 
being a kingdom or empire, Ta-Ts'ing- 
Kwo signifies the empire of the great 
pure (China). Ta Mei-Ka is the name 
applied by the Chinese to the United 
States, and m*ans great America,

Opinion of Pelting. 


Here Is the opinion of a Chinese gen- 


tleman who has lived many years 
among Anglo-Saxons and learned to 
appreciate western civilization, says 
the New York Herald. Dr. On Wah Is 
a well known doctor in Sydney, where 
he has an extensive practice, his cli- 
ents including European patients. He 
has paid several visits to London in 
recent years and was lately interview- 
ed there. 


"I was born in Peking," the doctor 


•aid, "within a stone's throw of the 
entrance to the Forbidden City, the 
sacred city within the city of Peking, 
you know. Mpch has changed, doubt- 
less, since my last visit to my birth- 
place. One feature of it I can swear 
has not changed much — its people. 
That is why when I read my paper 
here in London I tremble for the peo- 
ple of the nation of my adoption, the 
British, who are penned now within 
the great wall, the 40 foot thick wall 
of Peking. 


"Peking was built, you would say, 


with a view to massacres and slaugh- 
ter; wide, straight ways, innumerable 
walls and arches, gates to shut upon 
the'victlms, cabined millions, each one 
armed, however rudely, ready to sweep 
like a tidal wave down Legation street 
and change to blood color the mar- 
velously gray and yellow view from 
the observatory roof. I am thankful 
now, when I remember the solid, cost- 
ly masonry of the British embassy, its 
three acre inclosvre and its massive 
walls. Those in It will be safer than 
the occupants of any other foreign 
house in Peking today, not excepting 
even the beautiful residence of Sir 
Robert Hart. 


"But, heavens! If you could picture 


to yourself, as I well can, the Interior 
»f those hoary Peking walls at a time 
like this—the overpowering vastness of 
the place, its din, Its serried masses of 
the poor and ignorant (those who give 
a mob Its blood thirst), its endlessness 
and Its inherent loathing of the entire 
western Idea — then, my friend, you 
would begin to understand how anx- 
ious and fearful the news of today 
makes one who has learned TO admire, 
trust and respect the Anglo-Saxon as 
I have."

After a Careful Study of tbe Paris 


Gxvoaltlon'c Corn Kitchen He Ad« 
Title* Everybody to'Qo There and 
Sample Some at the Diane*—Advo- 
cate* It* Introduction Into France. 
In Le Temps, published in Paris, ap- 


peared a long article laudatory of 
American corn, written by M. de Va- 
rigny, recognized as one of the leading 
French scientific vrriters. De Varigny 
has given much time and thought to 
the subject of introducing corn as a 
food in France. That so much atten- 
tion Is now being paid the corn kitchen 
at the Paris exposition shows that the 
work done therein Is producing a favor- 
able impression on the French mind. 
Following is a translation of De Va- 
rigny's article: 


"It i» in the Champ de Mars, at the 


end of the wonderful machinery gal- 
lery—which has become the shelter for 
a whole city of varied structures—In an 
isolated building, which Is an annex to 
the United States Agricultural building. 
At the doors below a placard tells of 
the proximity of the 'corn kitchen'—'la 
cuisine au mais.' 
CUmb two storiea 


and there you are. It is quite a large 
room, well lighted, cut In two by a rail, 
or, rather, a sort of counter, behind 
which Is found a kitchen with stoves 
and ranges and all the appropriate 
utensils. 


"The object of this kitchen is to show 


everybody what uses can be made of 
Indian corn and what dishea can be 
prepared from it, in order that the pub- 
lic may judge ^intelligently as to its 
qualities. 
Dishes are prepared and 


gratuitously served to all who come, 
and every one can taste them and learn 
for himself tbe character of Indian corn 
and its taste in the different culinary 
preparations in which it is the ele- 
mental foundation. 


"Green corn is put up and preserved, 


as are peas and beans, in an appropri- 
ate liquid and for an Indefinite time. 
This corn is used in two principal 
forms—in the grain or kernels and In 
flour or meal. In the grain or kernel 
It Is used In Its natural state before 
ripening or when green after being 
boiled in hot water, but the time in 
which It can be used green in this way 
is quite short, for the ears ripen and 
dry quickly. Green corn Is delicious 
and In the United States is much used, 
but for many reasons the flour and the 
ground kernels of ripe corn ore much 
preferred. 


"Of both, however, there are many 


samples in the corn kitchen. 
The 


whole kernels as they come from the 
ear are white and yellow. Both varie- 
ties are used. 
These ore not only 


ground up finely In a special machine, 
but another machine separatee the em- 
bryo from tbe albumen, and when it ia 
thus crushed and degerminated the 
corn is called 'hominy,' and it is a 
whitish, semitraasporent, hard masa 
of cracked grains. It is used also in 
the preparation of a sort of bouillie 
mush, but for this is required a long 
process. The finer particles, or the 
flour, is generally preferred. These are 
both obtained by submitting the corn 
to grinding. Broken by the machine, 
the cracked corp. Is reduced to fine nar- 
ticles, even to a light and fine powder. 
There are degrees in the fineness of 
the flour. For certain dishes the flour 
is preferable; for another, cracked 
com, the grain the size of crystallized 
sugar. Besides these varied samples 
of cracked corn and of flour there is a 
special preparation of corn hominy 
flakes. It does not seem as though one 
could make stch a variety of corn 
dishes. 
Indian corn has been much 


improved by selection and cultivation. 
Witnout dogbt certain varieties will 
be preferred above others because of 
their quality or yield. Let us now con- 
sider the ways of using it. 


"The maize kitchen was organized 


by Colonel Clark B. Carr, former Unit- 
ed States minister to Denmark and 
who has already gone back to the Unit- 
ed States. It Is now managed by M. 
Louie Chodat, who employs four cooks. 


"I do not insist upon the multiplicity 


of the dishes, but content myself with 
calling them to the especial attention 
of vegetariams. Indian corn is eaten on 
the cob when It Is green, and when It 
la canned it is used as a vegetable, but 
as meal It Is most used. This flour 
makes excellent bouillie or porridge, 
which is similar to the oatmeal used so 
much in Scotland. Taste the hot corn 
bread, a little heavy, It Is true, but per- 
haps we can learn to make It lighter. 
Would you prefer a soup of the cream 
of corn? Ask for It. After which try 
the fritters, the biscuits, with a little 
honey or preserves or sirup, pancakes, 
croquettes. 


"In the United States it Is consumed 


In enormous quantities. 
In our own 


country, In France, it is cultivated 
without trouble in almost every part 
of the country, and It ought to be 
grown aa food for our people. Without 
doubt we ought to be able to make 
corn flour or meal and sell It at an 
equal or less price than to Import It 
To commence, however, It would per- 
haps be wiser to give the French pub- 
lic the habit and the taste for this, 
product by supplying the American ar- | 
tlcle. In the meantime our agricultur- 
ists will see If corn can be profitably! 
cultivated here. 
' 


"Our 
forefathers knew how to profit)' 


by the work of others; let us do thei 
same. As Voltaire says, If we had con-l, 
tlnued to be satisfied with what wel 
once had, we would still be eating] 
acorns."

FARRAR SENTENCED 


Five to Seven Years in State 


Prison For Shooting 


H s Wife 


PLEA FOR LIGHT SENTENCE 


Court Says Man Should Leave Wife 


Instead of Shoot at Her. Adams 


Found Guilty of Horse Steal- 


ing. 
Other Sentences. 


Louis Farrar of this city was sen- 


tenced in superior 
court yesterday 


afternoon to state prison for from five 
to seven years for assault with intent 
to murder oa his wife, Nora Farrar. 
The closing- scenes in the case were 
quite dramatic. 
Justice Richardson 


did not impose sentence until nearly 
6 o'clock, and the court room was prac- 
tically clear of spectators. Farrar was 
in the dock looking serene and uncon- 
cerned. 


District Attorney Gardner briefly re- 


viewed the case, telling of the night 
when the prisoner met his young wife 
•and shot at her twice, only one of the 
bullets taking effect; how, in all prob- 
ability, Farrar had met his wife for 
the express purpose of killing her and 
had armed himself with a revolver with 
-.vhich to carry out his awful purpose; 
how, after he had committed the crime, 
he fled and on being overtaken shot at 
his pursuer. It was a deliberate and 
premeditated act. 


Lawyer John H." Mack of this city 


made an able and careful plea for a 
light sentence. 
He said that in his 


estimation the real cause of this affair 
was Fan-arts father-in-law. The couple 
had been married about six years and 
during- that time he hod. almost con- 
stantly interfered with the domestic 
relations of the Farrarg. Some time 
ago, so Mr. Mack had been told, Mrs. 
Farrar expressed to h&r husband her 
intention of going to a dance and he 
hnfl readily acquiesced. The father- 
in-law put a damper on the proceeding 
by telling her*that she could not go. 
That was one instance. 


"These facts have been told me;_ they 


are not of my own personal' knowledge. 
That - man (the father-in-law) is re- 
sponsible for this prisoner bsing in that 
dock today," said Mr. Mack dramatic- 
ally. 


At the conclusion of his remarks- Mr. 


Mack walked over to Farpar's mother, 
who had takao a seat In the jury sec- 
tion from where she was watching 
proceedings intently. 


Justice Richardson said that the 1-v.- 


deals with culprits according to the 
nature of their offense. The real ob- 
ject of enforcing the law is to protect 
the community and society. This crime 
is a very senous one. Farrar attempted 
to murder his wife and he has been 
found guilty on that charge. 


"If a man can't live with his wife," 


said the justice, "let him 'clear out,' 
The world is wide. There is no need 
of his> shooting- her." 


After a brief consideration of the law 


bearing on the case, the sentence was 
1 ^ by the clerk.

Deputy Sheriff White 
of Lenox was called and testified that 
he had read in a Springfield, paper a 
notice of a horse stolen from Chesh- 
ire. He remembered havija.g' seen the 
horse at the Curtis stablea at Lenox 
and went there and found that the 
horse was still there. In the Adams 
court after his arrest Adams pleaded 
guilty but appealed on sentence. 


When arraigned this "*rm of court 


he pleaded wot guilty. jn the trial of 
the man theVe was nothing- to show 
tho.t Adams had tried to sell or dis- 
pose oif the horse and the only thins; 
that was shown was that he had used 
mlsrepresentattoni regarding1 the hiring 
of the horse. The fact that he had once 
pleaded gnllty to the crime was used 
as evidence against him and, the jury 
in the case returned a vrdlct of guilty;

It did not appear at the trial that he 
swindled ftie hay mettSbents but (t wae 
flhown .that ;n tills way, repneeenMng 
himself to be a hay dealer, that he 
lived well and at the best hotels and 
foundi it easy to patronize livery 
stables.

All 
charg-e larceny from the Singer Sewing 
Machine company, the date of the al- 
leged crimes extending from February 
4 to November 27, 1899. The amounts 
aggregate 5501. It had been supposed 
that Cook pleaded guilty last Friday, 
but this the prisoner s»ubsp<iuently de- 
nied, declaring that he was "as inno- 
cent aa a child and that he intended 
to fight the case in court." The battle 
was begnn yegterdav morning-, District 
Attorney Gardner, of course, repre- 
senting1 t'he commonwealth and E. M. 
Wood the Sin§w Sewing1 Machine- com- 
pany, H. Mahew Whiting of O-reat Bar- 
rinigtoni and John H. Mack of this city 
the defendant. 


The nrose&ution's case occupied the 


entire day, and the> defense oj>enedi its 
case this morning;.

While not in. the hands 
of a trust, gutta percha is controlled 
by comparatively few men, who have 
made millions out of it, and who are in 
a measure- able to control the nrice.

trees, and at the present rate it is but 
a matter of time when gutta percha 
will cease to be on the market. As-ain, 
white men canndt live In the fever dis- 
tricts in South America and esDecially 
along" the Amazon river where sutta 
percha is found.

THE 58-HOUR LABOR LAW 


State Inspector Dam on Effects of Jus- 


tice Bell's Decision 


The Transcript printed some days ago 


an arUcl© on a decision of JustK ? Bell 
of Fall River in regard to the 58 hour 
factory law, which seemed to indicate 
that the- law was null and void, and 
was so considered by many labor lead- 
ers. It seems, however, that the de- 
cision was not 30 completely against 
the labor laws as was thought. 


State Inspector Dam of this city, 


whose duties are in connection with 
the enforcement of the labor laws for 
this district, was asked in regard to 
the decision yesterday, and said that 
while it showed weakness in the bill, it 
was- no more than the inspectors had 
known was there for some time. Undei 
this decision, any mill can run two 
schedules, employing women and mi- 
nors under the day schedule up to 6 
o'clocfk, and then employing- others up 
to 10 o'clock at night under a night 
schedule. 


There Is a specific state law which 


prevents1 the emplyoment of women or 
minors after 10 o'clock at night. 


In employing them to work on a night 


schedule, the de-clsion holds that it 
makes no difference whether the/ per- 
sons so employed have been employed 
elsewhere during the day or not. In 
this way it is possible for a woman or 
minor if work can be obtained, to work 
in a mill the full 58 hours a week in 
the day time, and to work in some 
other mill several hours each night. 
The law prevents -an employer from 
employing a woman or minor more 
than 58 hours a week, but does not 
prevent the woman or minor from work 
ing in different places more than that 
number of hours. 


A measure has been proposed in the 


legislature providing that women and 
minors shall not be employed after 6 
at night, but this has not been carried. 
It was evidently the intention of the 
labor unions in working for the pres- 
ent 58 hour law to prevent women, and 
minors from working more than 58 
hours, and since this proves to have 
been unsuccessful, it is probable that 
more legislation will be sought at the 
next legislature. 


The text of Justice Bell's opinion in 


this1 particular case was as follows: 


The labor laws of the commonwealth 


have never attempted to forbid any 
person from working as many hours 
as he chose. 
The person who works 


for a manufacturing corporation 
is 


obliged to conform to its hours. The 
operative- works as1 a united body, and 
as a rula each must work the same 
hours which the others do. If the mill 
is forbidden to employ them, except for 
certain hours, that aats the operative 
free outside those hours. If one of 
them should get an opportunity to 
work evenings for a grocer or farmer 
the legislature has not yet expres?ed 
any policy against it. The legislature 
has not imposed restrictions upon the 
laborer, as it has upon, the employer, 
and has not stated any policy of the 
kind. It would seem that until the 
legislature does distinctly so state the 
court ought not to assume that mills- 
are practically forbidden to run extra 
hours.
